13. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $200.00 for white pine blister rust control to be spent in 
co-operation with the State Forestry Department.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Mason: 


I submit my ninth annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools : 


SCHOOL ORGANIZATION 


We have but one change in the teaching staff since my 
last report. Mrs. Laura Leonard having gone to another 
position, we engaged Miss Gladys C. Holt of Antrim~to 
teach the Primary Room. Miss Holt was graduated from 
the Elementary Teachers’ Course at the Keene Normal 
school last June. 

It was decided to dispense with the special work in draw- 
ing which had been given in the first two years by Mrs. 
Alice M. Berry, and to require the regular teachers to carry 
on the drawing work. 


SUPERVISION 


In the past two years I have been able to increase the 
proportion of time devoted to school room supervision so 
that for the current year it amounts to 65 per cent of my 
total time; 25 per cent is devoted to office work which in- 
cludes the tabulation and study of teachers’ tests and stan- 
dardized tests, and the remaining 10 per cent is devoted to 
other activities including School Board meetings, confer- 
ences and visits outside the district. 

The testing program is being conducted along the same 
lines as described in previous reports. In addition, I have 
this year begun a practice of making special reports to the 
parents as to their children’s success in these standardized 
tests. The results of the Stanford Achievement Tests given 
in January are now being sent out to the parents, and the re- 
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sults of the reading tests in the Primary Grades will be sent 
out later on. These reports are intended to give to the 
parents an opportunity of making the same comparison, be- 
tween the standing of their children in these tests and the 
teacher’s marks, that we have been making and using for 
the past three years or more. We are using standardized 
tests that are in general use throughout the country and 
have been perfected to such a degree as to furnish a very 
reliable measure of accomplishment in the grades for which 
the tests are standardized. 

A general invitation is extended to parents to confer with 
the Superintendent and teachers, for there is much that we 
are able to tell in a conference that it is impossible to put 
into a written report. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION 


The annual medical inspection was made last September 
by Dr. Pease and Mrs. Gilbert who reported as follows:

THE BUDGET 


The total estimated expenditures under state aid items 
for 1932-1933 is nearly $700 less than last year’s estimates, 
reduction having been made in the following items: Teach- 
ers’ salaries, because of omitting the drawing and change of 
teacher; a small reduction in fuel; and reduction of $400 in 
the cost of transportation. The total estimates under a4- 
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ditional sums including statutory requirements is practically 
the same as last year. Estimated Revenue is slightly less 
than last year, with a reduction of about $90 in state aid 
and a reduction in the estimated income from trust funds of 
$200, which is offset by a corresponding increase in the 
estimated balance at the end of the current year. The total 
sum recommended to be raised by taxation is $2,400 as com- 
pared with $3,000 a year ago. 

The interest and co-operation of the School Board and 
citizens is as greatly appreciated as it has continually been 
during my period of service in this district.
